Educators and Economists Included In 
Commission'* Subpoenas— Will In­ 
quire Into Charges That Big Self Per­ 
petuating Organizations Are Menace. 


H o a r i n g S c h e d u l e d For Jan. 11. 


The federal commission on industrial 
r. ut ions lins determined upon a sweep­ 
ing investigation of the country's great­ 
est benevolent organizations. 
The in­ 
vestigation will open in New York city 
on Jan. ll next. 
In addition to the 
previously announced Investigation of 
the Rockefeller foundation the com­ 
mission. Chairman F. P. Walsh, an­ 
nounced would inquire into the af 
fairs of the Bussell Sage foundation, 
the Baron de Hirst Ii fund, all the Car­ 
negie benevolences, the Cleveland foun 
datIon aud seek the reason for the 
Rockefeller contributions to charitable, 
philanthropic and educational iustl 
tutlons, which now amount to $85,000,- 
OUO, Iii addition to the fund contrib­ 
uted to the foundation. 


To Call Noted Witnesses. 
it

Walsh that these organizations would

were a menace to the republic's future, 
and more than a score of the greatest 
financiers, educators anil economists of 
the country, it was asserted, would be 
called us witnesses.

It is asserted that the basis of the 
commission s inquiry will lie the let 
tern products I here by Jesse F. Wei 
I lorn, president of the Colorado Fuel 
and Iron company, showing the Inter 
est which members of the executive 
committee of the Rockefeller found.*! 
Hon took in Hie coal strike. 
The In 
vestlgatiou. the plans for which have 
been under consideration for several 
mouths, it is asserted, will Ik* the most 
important ever conducted by a govern 
meat commission. 
Most of the wit 
nesses have been subpoenaed arid to 
make sure that none of them should 
l»e absent when needed, instructions 
were sent to agents of the industrial 
commission in the east. 


Wide Scops of Inquiry. 
Tho sio|H* u t tim investigation a 
outlined officially follows: 
‘T h e commission will investigate the 
rights, powers aud functions of self 
perpetuating organizations under their 
present charters and the extent to 
which these charters may be stretched 
under the present constitution of tho 
United 
Stat»*s and 
the 
restrictions 
which 
present constitutional 
limita­ 
tions impose 
“ It will investigate the attitude of 
high finance toward industrial ques­ 
tions—what organizations, such as the 
Rockefeller foundation, are doing to 
relieve Industrial unrest; how the poli­ 
cies of these organizations are shaped 
and by whom; what part the source 
of their income plays in determining 
what these policies shall be; whether 
self perpetuating organizations, such 
as the Rockefeller foundation, are a 
menace to the future political aud eco­ 
nomic welfare of the nation; what fig­ 
ure they cut in politics; the labor poli­ 
cy of ‘big business' in general.” 
Charges have been made to the com­ 
mission on industrial relations, accord­ 
ing to Chairman Walsh, that the crea­ 
tion of tho Rockefeller aud other foun­ 
dations was the beginning of an effort 
t») “perpetuate the present poet Hon of 
predatory wealth through the corrup­ 
tion of the sources of public Informa­ 
tion.” 
F o r of a Monarchy. 
Aside from the facts given above the 
members of the federal commission de 
cline to discuss the proposed investiga­ 
tion. but it is known that information 
has reached them that there is a fear,

day, and there is even the hint that 
there Is fear of a monarchy, 
It has been drawn to the attention 
of the commission tluit tho Rockefeller 
foundation, having originally $100,OUM,- 
(Mio exempt from taxation, now has 
more than $103,000,000 in Its treasury 
after having given away several mil­ 
lions annually.
